MASSIVE EXPLOSION 


OBSERVED ON SUN 
ZURICH. — Saturday ‘(Reu- 
ter). — A gigantic explosion 
on the sun, comparable in 
force to that of “1,000 million 
atomic bombs,” was reported 
yesterday from the observat- 
ory of Arosa. 

Professor Max Waldmeier 
of the Swiss Federal Poly- 
technic School in Zurich, who 
made the observations, stated 
that the explosions lasted tor 
more than three hours. He 
said that the area covered by 
the disturbance was five times 
larger than the surface of the 
earth. 


AN ARMS cache, containing 
600 kilograms of explosives, 
grenades and mines, was dis- 
covered in the groves of Kvu- 
tzat Kinneret, in the Jordan 
Valley, on Friday. It appar- 
ently belonged to the Hagana, 
and had been forgotten.
